May it please your Grace, 

I beg to forward detailed tables giving the number of Emigrants from Ireland 
during the year 1876, the ports at which they embarked, their ages, and destinations 
The number of emigrants who left Irish ports in 1876 was 38,315, a decrease of 14,082 Emigration 
as compared with 1875. from Irish 

The number of males who emigrated in 1876 was 20, 526, being 6,218 less than in the P “ ,ts ' 
previous year; and of females 17,780, a decrease of 7,864 as compared with 1875. 

Of the 38,315 Emigrants in 1876, 37,587 were natives of Ireland, and 728 were 
persons belonging to other countries. 

The following Table (I.) gives the number of Emigrants from each province in 1875 

and 1876, by sexes, and the decrease in the latter year. Of the 37 587 persons 

natives of Ireland— who left in 1876, 4,427, or 3‘3 per 1,000 of the population of the 
Province in 1871, were from Leinster; 13,275, or 9‘5 per 1,000 from Munster • 16 870 
or 9-2 per 1,000 from Ulster; and 2,973, or 3'5 per 1,000 from Connaught— the total 
number being equal to 6'9 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland in 1871 ■—

The total number of Emigrants — natives of Ireland — who left the Irish ports from the 
1st of May, 1851 (the date at which the collection of these returns commenced), to the 
31st of December, 1876, is 2,414,978, — 1,288,969 males and 1,126,009 females. The 
number for each year is given in the following Table (II.), from which it appears that 
Emigrants from Ireland were much fewer in number in 1876 than in any of the other 
years under review. In 1876, as before stated, they numbered 37,587, or 6‘9 per 1,000 
of the population in 1871, while in the preceding twenty-four years they amounted to 
an annual average of 92,722 persons, or 16 per 1,000* of the population, fluctuating 
from 190,322 in 1852 to 51,462 in 1875.

The succeeding Table (III.) is in continuation of one published annually for some 
years past, and gives the number and sex of the Emigrants from each county and 
province from the 1st of May, 1851, to the 31st of December, 1876. For purposes of 
comparison, the proportion .of emigrants to the population! is also shown for each county 
and province. 

From this table it appears that during the above period 2,444,592 persons, or 42-2 
per cent, of the population! emigrated from Irish ports. Of these, 2,414,978 were natives 
of Ireland, and 29,614 were persons belonging to other countries. Taking the natives 
of Ireland, (2,414,978,) they represent a proportion of 41 ’6 per cent, of the population;! 
Munster having contributed 842,996 persons, or 55'7 per cent, of the population of the 
province ; Ulster, 699,844, or 36‘6 per cent. ; Connaught, 302,159, or 33‘1 per cent. ; 
and Leinster, 459,364, or 31 '5 per cent, of its population.! In 110,615 instances the 
county from which the persons came was not specified in the returns.

The ages of the Emigrants in 1876 are given by provinces in Table IV., from which it Ages of 
appears that 66 '2 per cent, of the persons who left Ireland were between the ages of Emigrants 
fifteen and thirty-five years, the per-centage over that age being 1 8 '2, and of children 
under fifteen years 15 ‘6. The corresponding per-centages in 1875 were 67'1, 15'5, 
and 17 ‘4 respectively.

the males to any appreciable extent is that between fifteen and twenty years, the 
number of females being 2,867, and of males 1,752. A like disparity in this respect i& 
presented in the returns for previous years. The next quinquennial period (20-25 years) 
Furnishes the largest number of both male and female emigrants — 4,939 males and 5,038 
females, or 26 per cent, of the entire number of emigrants. 

Tables showing the Destinations of the Emigrants have been prepared, and from 
these it appears that of the 37,587 natives of Ireland who emigrated in 1876, 
20,800 went to Foreign Countries or the Colonies, and 16,7S7 to Great Britain. A 
comparison with former years cannot be made as no similar tables were constructed for 
those periods. Of the 20,800 persons who, in 1876, emigrated to Foreign Countries, 
or the Colonies, 14,887 went to the United States of America, 3,635 to Australia, and 
1,558 to New Zealand; to these numbers Munster contributed 5,928, 2,293, and 869, 
respectively. Of the 677 persons who went to Canada, 550 were natives of Ulster. 

During the year 1876, 16,787 persons left Ireland to settle in Great Britain, of 
whom 7,980 went to England or Wales, and 8,807 to Scotland ; to the former number 
the Province of Munster contributed 3,937, Ulster 3,484, Leinster 516, and 
Connaught but 43; of the latter number nearly all, 8,191, were from Ulster, 1,960 
being natives of Antrim county, 1,947 of Londonderry, and 1,380 of Donegal; Con- 
naught contributed 310, Munster 208, and Leinster only 98. 

It may be well to add that the enumerators are instructed to make a return for each 
passenger ship which may sail from any port within their district, and that by 
“ emigrants” is to be understood those persons who leave Ireland with the intention of 
settling in another county.

The following extract from the “ General Report ” of the Census Commissioners of 
Ireland, 1871, may here prove interesting : — 



“It would appear that about the Census date of 1871, there were registered 8,506,511 persons of Irish, 
birth resident, whether in Ireland or in other countries, where they constitute a settled element of the popula- 
tion. lhe highest absolute number (1,855,827) of Irish born is found in the United States of America ; next 
in order conges Great Britain with 778,638 [570,868 in England and Wales, and 207,770 in Scotland] j then 
milows the dominion of Canada with 219,451, Victoria with 100,468, New South Wales with 62,943, New 
Zealand with 29,733, Queensland with 20,972, and South Australia with 14,255.” [To this may be added,, 
.rom the same source, 4,377 in Newfoundland, 3,712 in Prince Edward Island, and 3,569 in Western 
Australia], 



Immigration. 

With regard to the permanent settlement of Emigrants, it is remarked in a “Report 
on Emigration from the Lnited Kingdom in 1875,’’ issued from the Statistical and Com- 
mercial Department of the Board of Trade, that— 

“Even as regards the emigration so limited [i.e. to persons of British or Irish origin! there is another 
reason whidi has become important of late years why the lists of passengers leaving the country in this way 
should not be accepted as lhe same thing as an account of emigrants for permanent settlement. This is the 
number of persons coming into this country from places out of Europe. Of late years an attempt has been made 
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to keep an account of these passengers. Tke c.ptato of every ship bringing steerage passengers to tie United Immig 
Kingdom from places out of Europe, must deliver a bet at the port of arrival, and from these liets a table of tion “ 
immigration, as vrel as emigration, lias been compiled. But as ships with cabin passengers only are not com- 
pelled to deliver such lists, the returns based upon them are as yet incomplete. An Sort is being made to 
.obtain returns for the future for all passenger vessels.” ° 



A Table showing the Immigration during 1876, prepared by the same Department 
and printed m a "Return to an Order of the Honorable the House of Commons dated 
Sth February, 1877, is here given, from which it appears that during that year 
12,137 persons from places out of Europe landed at Irish ports— 9,615 at Cork and 
2,522 at Londonderry. Of -this number 11,146 came from the- United States, and 
:991 from British North America.
